American occupation Havana had riot 
been free from yellow fever for three 
centuries."

States authorities cleaned and purified 
the city to the extent of totally driving 
out 
the disease. President Palma, in 


his recent message, recited with pride 
the fact that not a single case had ap- 
peared in Havana, during the previous 
fourteen months. 


Yellow fever cams to the

coast cities oftpner from Havana than 
from

other place, although the 


Isthmus and Vera Cruz were close sec- 
onds. Tt was contiguous and perpetu-

duced into the United States Senate by 
Senator McComas of Maryland to se- 
cure payment for over-time of labor- 
ers on government work. 
That the federation condemn the re- 


cent utterances of President Eliot of 
Harvard College in which he charac- 
terized "scab" workers as "heroes." 


That no recognition be extended by 


the 
federation 
to any 
laboringman 


holding a political office. 


That Congress be asked to appropri- 
ate more money for the purchase of 
mining lands In the Chocktaw Nation, 
That the hod carriers and builders 


labor unions of Chicago be denied a 
charter unless they abandon all cement 
work. 
. ' 


Max Morris, of Denver, chairman of 


the Committee on Central Bodies, read 
the report of that body, which contain- 
ed the following recommendations: 
"That the present system of,repre- 


sentation be one vote for each one hun 
dred members; that where local unions 
are widely separated they club to- 
gether for the purpose of sending dele- 
gates to the conventions of the federa- 
tion and that a per capita tax of 
cents per month be assessed upon all 
members for a defense fund." 


The report was referred and an ad-

SAYS HE IS NOT UNDER JURIS- 


DICTION OF THE ST.VTE 


COURTS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—Adolph 


Rosenthal, the German consul at this 
port, appeared In Judge Graham's court 
yesterday to explain why he should not 
be made to appear 
in court. 
Some 


weeks ago he received about 570,000 
from the estate 
of Andreas Burrott, 


under probate in the courts of Ala- 
meda county, for distribution among 
heirs residing in Germany. 
Shortly 


after he took possession of the money, 
a law firm which had represented some 
of the heirs 
in court, filed suit 
for 


J4.100 for services they had rendered 
the heirs. To enforce the collection of 
the money they 
obtained an attach- 


ment and sent a deputy to serve it 
upon the consul. 


When .the officer visited Rosenthal's 


office, that official refused to recognize 
the attachment. He declared that un- 
der the treaties existing betweeen this 
country and Germany, .he was exempt 
from process of the State courts. 


The lawyers brought the whole mat- 


ter up before Judge Graham. 
Consul 


Rosenthal was in court with his law- 
yer, 
and made the same point that he 


presented to the deputy sheriff. 
He 


declared that the only courts to which 
he was amenable 
were 
the United 


States courts, and suggested to the at- 
torneys that if they had any cause of 
action against him they should take it 
to the Federal tribunal. In replv the 
attorneys declared that there "was no 
proceeding in the*tjnited States courts 
which would help them to collect their 
fee, 
and they insisted on their right 


to remain-in the State courts. 


Judge Graham took the matter un-s 


der advisement.

INVENTIONS OF WOMEN. 


The inspection of women's inventions 


' E t the woman's department in the Me- 


chasues' Fair, now being heUl in Boston, 
canr.et fail to waken renewed interest in 
matters related to hygiene and domestic 
economy. Among these inventions is the 
"scientific bread machine." which mixes 
the dough for ten loaves of bread in three 
minutes and a half. The inventor Is Mrs. 
Lydia Coole Sharpless, a Quaker oC HTI 
old Philadelphia family, and she was led 
to the making of this machine through 
her efforts to get for her husband a per- 
fectly digestible bread, since he suffered 
from Bright's disease and it was almost 
impossible to Ihul bread that he "dared 
to eat. T^e peculiar feature of this hread 
machine is that the ingredients are mixed 
without pressure. At the bt-t.^m is n re- 
ceptacle in which the measured amount 
of milk and water is put. and at the top 
a sieve which holds the correct amount 
of flour. Between are two rollers set syvi- 
rally with knives. By turning a handle 
these two rollers revolve and strike both 
flour and water lightly without pressure. 
In three minutes the bread Is perfectly 
mixed and set to rise. A small thermom- 
eter fastened to the side gives the tem- 
perature. 
\Yhen the bread has risen it 


may be put into the pans without using 
any more flour, as the dough is not sticky 
as when made in the usual manner. 


The story of the making of the model 


of this machine by Mrs.^Sharpless and 
her daughter out of pasteboard—a mcaei, 
however, that while made of this ma- 
terial worked perfectly—is a long and in- 
teresting one, given in detail in the Wom- 
an's Journal. It is estimated that by the 
use of .this machine nearly 50 per cent 
more of nourishment is gotten out of flour 
than by present methods, and it is so sim- 
ple that an ignorant person can use it. 
It is the testimony of Philadelphia peu- 
pie, who were naturally the first to use 
this machine, but recently Invented, that 
fiervants who at first highly object to it 
become much attached to it because it 
saves them so much trouble, and ah in- 
stance Is given of a colored girl of ID, im- 
able to read or write, who quickly learned 
to turn out perfect bread. The machine 
was put on exhibition in response to the 
offer of a $50 prize for the best labor sav- 
ing device invented by a woman, made 
by the Woman's Educational and Indfls- 
trial Union. The United States Govern- 
ment has just ordered one of theso ma- 
chines of the largest size, capable of turn- 
ing out 1,200 loaves of bread at a time, for 


use In the navy. The machine on exhi- 
bition, which makes from three to ten 


I loaves at a time, can be bought for $n. 


Some one asked Mrs. Sharpless if there 
was not solid satisfaction in this inven- 
tion, and she responded that one thing 
connected wun it had indeed, for "I vis- 
ited a friend in western Pennsylvania and 
found her struggling under a • mortgage 
and much discouraged. I said to her: 'J 
will lend you one of these machines till 
you arc able Lo pay for it, and you put a 
card in the window of the Woman's Ex- 
change to say that frssh biscuit will be. 
here every ctey at 4 P. M.' She tried it. 
She now sells 100 dozen dally and she has 
cleared off hc.r mortgage." 


Miss Stevenson and Miss Elliott, two 


young college women, who have a suc- 
cessful bakery in Cambridge, have an ex- 
hibit of their b'akery, the "Laboratory 
Kitchen," at the fair, all their bread be- 
ing made by Mrs. Sharple.ss' machine. 
Still other inventions by women are a 
jelly bag in which boiling hot fruit used 
for making jelly may be squeezed with- 
out staining or burning the handy; a 
"wooden hand," by Mrs. Klla Ricker of 
Grinnell, la., the wooden hand, otherwise 
described as &. sanitary mixer, a substi- 
tute for the hand and spoon in everything- 


except bread, and a great help in cream- 
ing butter and sugar and in making cake; 
the "Tip-top picture hanger," which does 
away with the heavy and troublesome 
step-ladder; a new sanitary water closet; 
a ventilator for a window which will not 
let a draft blow on people's heada. 


There Is a model of an "orderly "filbtnes 


press," with clireaUoife for constructing 
one'at slight cost.* In it the largest num- 
ber c!: garments can be hung in the small- 
est space; shirt warts ts arc kept. In good 
shape., ami creases are avoided, also the

DEACONESS HOSPITALS. 


Among the many efforts being made t5 


reach and comfort the'sick and afflict- 
ed are the hospitals, most of them hap- 
pily unsectarian, where belief in some par- 
ticular creed or any creed is not demand- 
ed of the patient, but the simple fact that 
illness has overtaken the man or woman 
that applies is sufficient. The d&aconess 
hospitals that are springing up in the 
large cities are fine examples of this 
work, and the storypof that in Boston is 
full of interest. The New England dea- 
coness hospital, «as one learns from the 
reports of its superintendent in Zion's 
Herald, was opened in 1S9U, and since that 
time 3004 
patients 
havo been treated. 


There are now in the hospital home 11 
nurses and one probationer. 


The nurses of a deaconess hospital are

In this deaconess hospital, many young 


women are trained for district nursing 
among the poor. They wear a distinctive 
garb, a£ a protection and also to show 
the poor to whom they may apply.

The building that 
now stands on the lot to be moved to the 
back and, be fitted for a nurses' home, 
and is to face on Park street. The first 
wing of the new building is to front on 
Bellevue street. There have been several 
changes in the plans presented by the 
architects; some of the warda to be t lit- 
tle larger, and other alterations, though 
no serious differences, and the building 
is to he put up at once, and is to be fit- 
ted with all modern appliances; the op- 
erating rooms in particular are intended 
to be as perfect as any In New England. 
It will cost about $46.000 without the ele- 
vator and heating plant. 
Toward the 


cost 843,000 has already been raised, and 
no difficulty will be experienced in getting 
the whole. It is to schools and such char- 
ities that the givings of the wealthy 
should be specially devoted. It is thought 
that Epworth Leagues, Christian Endeav- 
or Societies, King's Daughters and other 
such organizations will furnish rooms and 
wards; private Individuals will be glad 
to do as much for memorials to their 
friends. Many of the -wards have already, 
been taken, two of them costing $5,000.

The question of what to do with scraps °f 


meat, flsli and bread left over from the meal 
Is one which confronts the economical house- 
n-ifc unrl may tie solved by tanking them Into 
nppctizing, tempting cilsbes. These require 
care and time In the preparation, but they 
will repay one for It. Here are some recipes 
which may be suggestive: ' 


Savory Souffles. 


A delicious luncheon dish maj- he made 


from three small lamb chops left from break 
fast. 
The tueat Is cut from the bone aud 


chopped fine. A single slice of boiled ham 
and about an inch otsbologna sausage arc 
chopped a"d added to the lamb as flavoring. 
Bread crumbs are added In sufficient quan 
tity to make up two cups of the mixture. A 
white sauce Is propari-d.ln the.proportion of 
one cup of milk to one tablespobnful of but 
tor and'one tiiblosnoonful of flour. Tills 1; 
stirred while hot Into the mixture of bread 
and meat. When cold tne yolks of two eggs 
are added, then the whites beaten ittlff. The 
whole is covered with crumbs and baked in a 
buttered baking dish. 
In multilist souffles, pork chops, veal or ends 


of heef may serve equally well. The matter 
of flavors and seasoning is an important one. 
A bit of bologna sausage adds amazingly to 
flie tastiness of'many forms of hash. A 
slice of ham or tongue has squfcwh.at the 
.same effect wlu-n chopped ancT:i£3dcd to any 
ilrv meat. Onion docs not please all tastes 
unless disguised. 
The touch of • garlic In 


bologna gives a satisfactory flavor to hush 
or a souffle.

Turn Into a platter and cover.with tomato 
sauce. 
Curry may be used If,desired. 


CroawcttCM. 


Delicious croquettes may be made ot the 


fragments of meat left on a small roasted 
chicken. The meat is chopped very fine and 
pieced out with bits of lamb. Aa egg. some 
of the chicken broth which tuny lie loft over, 
n trifle of lemon juice and chopped .parsley 
gives a delicate flavor. The croquettes are 
rolled In cracker-dust before frying .and 
served with a hot, thick sauce, A toiich of 
sweet marjoram may be used, If desired. 


Venl Loaf. 


Take two ciipfuls of chopped vea] and one 


cup of rolled crackers. Add "one egg. butter 
the size of an egg, salt and-pepper; with a 
bit of grated nutmeg; molsteli this mixture 
thoroughly with a 
generous .amount of 


grnvy. 
When thick enough to mould, shape 


it into a loaf. -Place on top blt.s "of butrer 
and sittings of cracker-dust. 
Ba.fce, cover- 


Ing the loaf for a time at first, and baste 
often.

An Appetizing Meat. Pie. ". 


It Is well sometimes to vary the monotony 


of the ordinary meat pic by omitting tile 
bits of potato aud the pastry crust, substi- 
tuting a potato crust instead. In this, as In 
all meat pies, care must be taken to boil the 
bits of meat until they are perfectly tenrler. 
A flavoring of onion, browned hi a pan with 
a little butter, or of ceierv salt, rs an addi- 
tion.

and the cold fowl, moistening. If necessary, 
with a little more melted butter; fill the 
whites of the eggs with the prepared yolks; ^

•a hot cream sauce or some of the gravy left 
from the fowl.

baskets Is to surround thenl with hot boiled v 
rice saltecT au'd covered with a cream sauce. 
If preferred, the baskets may be eaten with 
a mayonnaise or French dressing, Insteadof 
the sauce, in which case they may be 
served on lettuce leaves.

PuK the rish 
into shreds, prepare cracker crumbs and nil 
a buttered baking dish with alternate layers 
of nsu andcrnmljs, adding bits nf butter, and 
on top moistening well wllh milk. Bake un- 
til brown. Use plenty of milk fnr the scat- 
loped Hsu; It will be a failure if too dry. Sea- 
son witli p.eppev aud salt according to taste.
